Tills statement is based on Shelby ' 
county's tax bill for (be year 1031 ] 
i which is the latest date for which [ 
figures are available) and we believe 
it Is also true of the remaining coun¬ 
ties of the state. In 1031 Shelby coun¬ 
ty's total tax bill was $-188,740.07. Of 
tills sum the State received $251,58(1- 
.08, nccoording to the report of the 
State Tax Commiglon, and the county 
and county schools received $237,112- 
.30. Tills shows that the State received 
$14,424.20 more than the county and 
county schools. 

With such a situation actually ex¬ 
isting It is ridiculous to accept ns true 
tlie false propaganda being spread by 
those opposed to cutting off the Stati 
tax on real estate.

TH E LIFE AB OUT IT 

Loans and Investments on 
Which Condition of a Bank 
Depends Determined by 
the Kind of Business 
Surrounding It

POLITICAL and popular mlsappre- 
* henslons toward banking are due to 
little else than failure to realise that 
It Is what the people themselves do that 
the condition of banking reflects, and 
that banking cannot of Itself reflect 
events and conditions other than those 
that actually originate from surround¬ 
ing circumstances, Francis H. Sisson, 
President of the American Bankers As¬ 
sociation, says In an article In Forum 
Magazine. 

The character of an Institution's 
notes and investments indicates 
whether It Is In the farm regions, a 
manufacturing center, a mercantile 
neighborhood or a great financial dis¬ 
trict, he says, and furthermore, besides 
identifying the Institution as to Its 
locality, a study of Its notes will equal¬ 
ly clearly Indicate the economic condi¬ 
tions surrounding It, 

"If a farm district bank's note his¬ 
tory shows that Its loans rise and fall 
with the normal cycle of production 
and marketing of the products of the 
region, it may be taken as an index of 
economic good health for the locality,” 
he says. "But If, over a period, the loan 
volume shows a dwindling trend it may 
mean a region that Is losing ground,— 
becoming exhausted or being robbed of 
business by another community. Or If 
a large proportion of the loans are not 
paid at maturity but are chronically re¬ 
newed, or if stocks or bonds or real 
estate have to be taken as additional 
security, these too have economic sig¬ 
nificances, reflecting perhaps crop fail¬ 
ures, over-production or Inefficient, 
high cost farming methods In a highly 
competitive national or world market, 
such as wheat. Inevitably all these 
facts are reflected In the condition of 
the local banks. 

City Banks, Too 

"If the loans of a bank In a manufac¬ 
turing or merchandising field show a 
smoothly running coordination with 
production and distribution they, too, 
mirror a healthy economic situation. 
Or there may be here also signs that 
reflect growing unfavorable conditions, 
such as excessive loan renewals, over- 
enthusiasm and therefore over-expan¬ 
sion of credit extended to makers or 
_ dealers In p art icula r products, and sim 
liar circumstances. Similar conditions 
apply to banks engaged In financing the 
activities of the securities markets. 

"The foregoing Is merely suggestive 
of the Infinite aspects of the life out¬ 
wardly surrounding the banks which 
form and control their Internal condi¬ 
tions. Although these facts seem obvi¬ 
ous enough, the discussions and criti¬ 
cisms that have raged about the banks 
often appear to set them apart os some¬ 
how separate from the lives of our peo¬ 
ple. casting forth a malignant influ¬ 
ence upon agriculture, industry and 
trade from forces generated wholly 
withiu themselves. 

"The truth of the matter is that the 
fate of the banks Is Inseparably inter 
woven with the fate of the rest of the 
poople and of the nation. What hap¬ 
pened to the country happened to the 
banks and what happened to the banks 
is in no way different or detached from 
what happened to the people. They are 
all part of the same pattern, of the same 
continuous stream of events. No one 
element in that stream can be called 
the cause of business depression. 

"If the banks caused trouble to some 
of our people it was because they were 
Irresistibly forced to pass on troubles 
that came to them from other people. 
These troubles impaired the values of 
their securities and customers' notes— 
and rendered some unable. In turn, to 
pay back to other customers their de¬ 
posits that had been properly used to 
create these loans and investments. 
Unless these truths are kept continual¬ 
ly in mind there is no sufh thing as 
approachiug an understanding of the 
banking problem nr of properly safe 
guarding the very heavy stake of the 
public In that problem."

IN place of a 3 por cent loss on an !u 
* vestment of $40,000 a largo New 
York savings bunk Is aow getting 6 
per cent profit on au in vestment o[ 
$80,000, because it bad the good busi¬ 
ness Judgment to spend $40,000 iu mod¬ 
ernizing a group of 40-year-old tene¬ 
ment houses ou the lower East Side 
which It was forced to take over ou 
mortgage foreclosure, says au article 
lu the American Bankers Association 
Journal. A year or two ago the owner, 
who had always kept up his mortgage 
paymeuts, began to neglect the prop¬ 
erty, It became run down and the ten¬ 
ants began to leave.

These facts are cited merely to show 
that the postal service never stands? 
still, either literally or figuratively. It 
Is growing at all times, even as our- 
nation expands. I believe Its history 
Justifies the assertion that no service- 
of our government bus greater flexi¬ 
bility, none that can adapt Itself so 
quickly to enmlitlnns, as can tide 
agency of government. Credit for the 
development must go. In a large meas¬ 
ure, to those men Rnd women who 
make up the rnnk nnd Hie of the serv¬ 
ice. 

More than 90 tier cent of the work¬ 
ers of the postnl service hold their 
places by reason of having met civil 
service tests, making their appoint¬ 
ment one of permanency. 

So much attention has been devoted 
to this class, tbe bulk of tbe postal 
service, ns a means of contrasting 
them with the political appointees whet 
hold higher posts by title hut wtiosr.- 
Importnnce to you and to me is no« 
nearly so grant. I believe that the 
majority of the political appointees 
among the postmasters throughout the 
country render n patriotic service. Ti 
Is unfair to criticize all of them for 
the shortcomings of some of tlielr num¬ 
ber, but too often hns It been found 
that a postmaster, supported by the 
political lenders of n community, is 
not the person whom the majority of 
the patrons of that office would sdecl- 
But In our country, the spoils of s 
political victory go to the winning: 
party at the polls, and postmaster- 
ships constitute no small pnrt of the- 
patronngo that can be used to pn*. 
polltlenl debts. 

The flexibility of the postnl servlet* 
hns permitted It to operate on a Imsis 
ns nearly like private business ns pos¬ 
sible. It has to have general rides,, 
of course, nnd these have to be rather- 
rigld, but consider how a postmaster 
Is authorized to arrunge for the ve- 
cefpt of' Teffei'S " fronT an ' es fii til's ii ST d 

firm without requiring them to b»~ 
stamped nnd how It receives the *v 
papers without payment of tbe posaags- 
In advnnee. Private business woafcS 
operate that way; It would “extern! 
credit," so to speak to repanilldr 
rons. So the postmaster is pernu'fTev} 
to arrange for “metered" mall, avoid¬ 
ing the use of stamps, and lor reglec-** 
tlon of tbe postage at stated times- 
Newspapers nre handled the strips- 
way. 

The "metering” of mail Is i corar- 
paratlvely new practice. Amrrcv- 
merits having been made by ihe lira 
or Individual who desires to use tie ■ 
privilege, the letters are received *r 
designated points, either the imuS*, er- 
brancli olfiee, and they nre run through 
a meter for counting nnd cancel latfor 
of tbe place where the stamps- or* 
placed by individuals posting only one- 
or a few letters. That machine stamps 
n cancellation that avers that the re¬ 
quired postage lias been paid, which, 
of course, It has not been, but the i>ost- 
niaster knows It will be. Millions of 
pieces of first-class mall nre sent that 
way each year and the practice Is In¬ 
creasing because it does away with 
labor to attach the stamps, It avoldts 
losses from theft or destruction nf 
stamps, and it saves money for the 
government In printing stamps. 

In handling newspapers, weight I* 
the governing factor, and the postmas¬ 
ter requires periodical reweighlng te* 
arrive nt a determination of postage 
due. It avoids weighing every shfp- 
ment, thus saving time, and the post¬ 
age is paid at intervals, thus avoiding; 
bookkeeping nnd transfer of smaller 
amounts of money. 

Congress has kept Its finger oil the- 
pulse of the postal service by retain¬ 
ing the right to fix the rates tiint shall 
be charged, except with respect to the 
airmail service. It hns grunted mauy 
privileges, snch as those mentioned 
above, however, to meet everyday busi¬ 
ness requirements. Controi of the 
rates, It must be said, proparly re¬ 
mains in congress because the federal 
legislators are supposed to represent 
their constituents, and rate changes 
have such a far reaching effect that 
the power to make them should rest: 
with the representatives of those who* 
pay the toll. 

With the airmail, a different circum¬ 
stance exists. It Is in the nature of a. 
special service. It must be dt.ue by 
special contract, and none knc\, when 
It was initiated how successful it could 
be made or what the cost would have 
to be. So the postmaster gen nil fixe* 
the rate we all pay wheu we want 
send n letter or package In such a 
hurry that we mark It for dispatch 
by airplane. This delegation of power 
to the postmuster geueral has enabled 
the gradual expansion of the air muil< 
service until now It not only roaches 
from coast to coast, from Canudu t> 
the Gulf of Mexico, uud dozens of lu 
termed late lines, but from North Amer¬ 
ican cities to the Argentine.

SUPERIOR SOUPS 


T HE little steamboat on the 
Seine was loaded to the gun¬ 
wales, and some frolicsome 
French youths started recklessly 
to rock It. Nearer and nearer 
the vvutor rose to (lie danger level 
at each dip from side to side. 

"Well," philosophically re¬ 
marked a satiric old French¬ 
woman, "at least we’ll all drink 
soup together!” 

Which may remind you that 
that was oxactly what the French 
army was doing whon it spoiled 
the plans which the Germun 
army had been maturing for 
forty-four yeurs ut the tlrst battle 
of the Marne. The French sol¬ 
dier's regular ration consists 
largely of soup. 

And that is the reason why the 
commercial tanners of this coun¬ 
try nr* adding so rapidly to the 
varieties of rich soups which they 
are offering to the public. It Is 
true that we have no battle of the 
Marne to fight at present hut wo 
have just been through a dis¬ 
tressing economic battle, and we 
need some good soup to soothe 
our nerves. 

New Soups 

The first soup that comes to 
mind in this connection Is that 
new vegetable soup mailo of rich 
beef stock to which it would be 
a culinary crime to add any 
wator. Just Bervo it from thu ran 
us you would ut home from the 
kettle, uud uo flavor will he lost 
because the can Is sealed while 
cooking, i Incidentally, this soup 
contains no less than fifteen crisp, 


tasty vegetables, anil It is ulways 
cooked in small quantities just 
the way you do it at-home. 

Then there are twelve kinds, 
several of them new, of another 
brand of soups. These include 
vegetable soup pepper pot soup, 
mutton broth, cream of asparagus 
soup, cream of celery soup, cream 
of green pea soup, cream of oyster 
soup, cream of tomato soup, and 
gumbo Creole. In these soups, 
too, tho nourishing goodness Is 
brewed ill by slowly simmering 
tlie Ingredients in small kettles. 
Nothing whatever lias to be added 
to them. They come, properly 
seusoneil, ready to heat and serve. 

Home-Made Soups 

But, if you prefer different 
soups and think that you cau 
make soups us good ns these at 
home, therc’B nothing in the world 
to prevent you from trying It. 
Here are some recipes for home¬ 
made soups which will help you 
to make such a comparison. 

Lobster Cliouder: Remove the 
tendons from the contents of a 6- 
ouuco cau -of lobster, uiul shred. 
Add one cup of potato, diced 
Binall, one and one-half cups boil¬ 
ing wutcr nnd one-half teaspoon 
salt, and hull until the potatoes 
uro tender. Scald one quurt milk 
with one sliced onion and two 
tablespoons butter, uiul season to 
taste with salt and pepper. Brouk 
up six Boston crackers uud lay 
on top of thu lobster and pota¬ 
toes iu a soup tureen, strain the 
onion out of thu milk, and pour 
over. This serves four to live. 


Half a cup of cream added at the 
last makes this soup still better. 

Com niul Lettuce Roup: Sautd 
one clip shredded lettuce In two 
tablespoons butter until it starts 
to brown. Add the contents of 
an S-ounce cun of creamy corn, 
and cook gently for live minutes 
more. Add three cups scalded 
milk to one cup hot mushed po¬ 
tatoes. add to corn, nnd season 
to tuste with salt and pepper. 
Bind with a little flour if you 
wuat the soup thicker. This re¬ 
cipe serves six. 

Chilled Fruit Soups 

But summer is on the way, and 
cold soups are quite the thing for 
the torrid months. Did you 
know that you can make soups of 
fruits, even of our national fruit, 
tho red cherry? Hero's tho way 
to do that: 

lied Cherry Soup: Mix two tea¬ 
spoons cornstarch with two table¬ 
spoons cold water and mid to the 
Juice from a quart can of Bour 
pitted cherries with one cup 
water, two tablespoons sugar and 
one tublcspuon lemon juice. Cook 
until thickened, stirring to pre¬ 
vent lumping. Chill. Serve very 
cold with a few cherries garnish¬ 
ing each cup. This serves six. 

ltal Raspberry Soup: Simmer 
together the Juice from a quart 
cun of red raspberries, two cups 
water, tho Juice of two oranges, 
one tablespoon sugar and one tea¬ 
spoon minute tapioca until tin 
taplooa Is very transparent. 
Chill. * This sorves six.*
